A Little Plaii Talk. 

In tUo Spring ot iH70, British Co- 
lumbia, having rii)ened for Confodcia- 
ation, sent three delegates to Ottawa 
for thepiirpofe of arranging a basis of 
Union. TLey returned witli the Terms 
upon which the Dominion tiovornaxent 
engaged to seek the consent of Parlia- 
ment to. the ndmission of Biiti.sh Co- 
. Jumljiia.- /These Terms wiDve accepted 
on the part of this Province almost 
Unanimously, by a House the poiiular 
.. element in which was fresh froiii the 
■ hustings. The sanction of the Domin- 
ion Parliament was obtained by a hard 
struggle. On the 20th day of July

It is' with this article' in the Treaty,

If we refer to 
the "Reaolutions" which ourdelegates 
carried to Ottawa as the basis of nego- 
tiations, we find the Legislature of 

^. British Columbia solemnly tleclaring 
(Vide Section 8) that "no r al Union 
can subsist between this Colony and^ 
Canada without the speedy establish- 

; ment of communication across the 
Rocky Mountains," etc., etc. In truth, 
to British Columbia the railway con- 
dition was the body and soul, so to 

• speak, of Confederation. Beside it all 
the other conditions were as mere 

'^Sges,— intrinsically important, yet 
comparatively trifling. It is about this 

. all-important, this overshadowing con- 
dition of Union that we now desire to 
I nve a little plain talk. Tlie two years 
of the Treaty expired on the JJOth of 
last month, and yet the'wSffi'^pf con- 
struction has not been coininenced! It 
is true that a critical or location sui-vey 
was begun on the 17th ult., and it 
has been gt.ated that high authority 
holds that to have been a legal fulfil- 
f.^meat of the technical conditions. But 
■-even that kind of ' couatruvtion" ceased 
at the end of aday or'^wo." Whatever 
'"'pubUbists'inay Hsay. on the subject, 
wbateviP>cd^blusibds ldFpn8ic acymen 
•' may reach, 'all 'we''have'i» ^sa^^ 
. as a party to the Treaty .Briidsh Col^ 
bia meant and understood a substantial 
•bona fide' commencement of the work 
of actual conBtriictioii;and to have of- 
fered the empty mockery enacted in 
the name of the Treaty, on the 17th 
ult. seems to have been- little bettei 
than adding insult to injury. Until 
it is known what share tlie Fedeiul 
authorities had in that ill-timed 
farce, it would bo unfair to 
hold them responsible for the whole 
•of it. If.as we are led to believe, tne 
^bddasidtt was'indebted'td local politi- 
cians foi* aU that was ceremonial and 
domonBtratiye about it — if, as there is 
reas'onlw'lieHeve, the Federal iustruc- 
tious were, pure and simple, to begin 
a location survey at Kayuinialt, and 
uU the rest of the silly farce about/ 
driving. the first stake, etc^t,yM(rptot up' 
by local Ministers ' lb 8Srve*"tEeir own"^ 
seliish ends, it would, of course, be un- 
fair to saddle the Federal Government 
with that. But even hei-e we must 
not lose sight of the one great fact, that 
there has beep no "bona tide" "coin- 
menoement'^of the Jfpt]^i;J^'^-lpS' that 
tKe'Domiriion " Gbvernment* can uloue' 
be held responsible. To British Col- 
umbia tliis is, indeed, a momentous 
consideration. It means hope crushed, 
contidence destroyed, enterprise and 
industry paralyzed. What is to be done? 
British Columbia must stand up like a 
man and insist upon the faithful fultil- 
mont of the Treaty obligations, and 
more especially this i)articalar one, on 
the part of the Dominion.

The New York "Herald" has sent a 
special corrospondfcufc to Montreal to 
interview Sir Hugh Allan, and here is 
the result of it :— - 
wir.i. Tin.; I'Aoii'ic iiailuoadbe built'? 
Considering that tho highest author- 
ity on tliits point could be none ' othor 
tliau the man who bought the coiniiiis- 
sion to build it, and who had lately re- 
turned from London, where ho luid 
applied for lieli) in the form of a Euro- 
pean Syndicate to provide capital, I 
called on Sir Huglii.^ -Allan t and pro- 
pounded the conundrum. ;;The sexe- 
genarian seemed pleOBed tb'learn that 
tho "Herald" took an'iiiterest in his 
little games, and bocamo very affiible.

gieat pieces of wood at his son, and af- 
ter having bound liim, assaulted liim 
with a kuottt.'d whip. The boy s mo- 
ther, immediately after the birth of the 
child, was obligtd to leave her husband 
on account of his cruelty, and a short 
time later died in an ■ hospiltd. The 
jury found the accused Prince guilty, 
aiul tho court condemned him to tlio 
forfeiture of all special rights and 
privileges, and Lo ten j'oars iu Sibe- 
ria.
